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MEDICO-TOPOGRAPHICAL ACCOUNT OF KOTA. 


K OTA lies between 24°7' and 25°40' North latitude, and between 75°40' and 76 c 59 
East longitude. The State is bounded north and north-west by the river Chambal 
which separates it from Bundi ; east by Gwalior and the Tonk districts of Chhabra ; south by 
liajgarh and Khilchipur, outlying portions of Gwalior and Indore, and by the New State of 
Jhalawar ; west by Udaipur and detached districts of Indore. Its area is 5,711 square miles. 
The population calculated on the census of 1891 is 719, 043 or 125 , 9 per square mile. 

HISTORY. 

Kota State originally formed part of the tract of country known as Haraoti (the 
land of the Hara Rajputs), of which the capital was Bundi. Haraoti, however, was dis¬ 
membered about 1625, Kotah being given to Madhn'’Singh, son of Rao Ratan, Maharao 
of Bundi, as a reward for services rendered to the Moghal in a rebellion of the prince who 
subsequently became the Emperor Shajehan. The State of Kota was noarly ruined by un¬ 
successful wars with Jaipur and the Maharattas to whom tribute had to be paid. Ultimately, 
towards the close of the eighteenth contury A. D., the distinguished Prime Minister, Zalim 
Singh, succeeded in saving Kota and finally in making it one of the most prosperous of 
the Rajput States. In recognition of his services and for the benefit of his heirs the State 
of Jhalawar was founded largely at the expense of the Kota State in the year 1837. 

On the 1st January 1899 the greater portion of the territory taken from Kota, 
to form the Jhalawar State was restored. The restored tracts have an area of 1,927 
squaro miles with a population of 192,776 and contained 1,048 villages. They include the 
whole o! Shahabad, and the following Tehsils taken from Central Jhalawar Chipa Barodo 
Manobar Thana, Iklora, Ghatoli, Asnawar, Bakani, Chechut and half of Snket Tehsil. 

PHYSICAL ASPECTS. 

Ihe State slopes gently northwards from the high table land of Malwa, and is drained by 
the Chambal and its tributaries, all flowing towards the north-east. The Mukund Darrah 
range of hills runs across tho southern portion of the State from south-east to north-west, 
in some parts standing from 1,200 to 1,600 feet above the sea and extending from the 
Chambal to the Kali Sindh. The highest peak is 1,671 feet high, and near it the range is 
pierced by the Makutid Darrah pass, ono of the chief outlets between northern and southern 
India. Ihe hills are covered with thick jungle composed of stunted trees and undergrowth. 
The chief rivers are the Chambal and its tributaries, tho Kali Sindh, Pan war and Parbati, 
all ol considerable size. There are no natural lakes, but numerous artificial tanks exist, 
some of large size. 

CLIMATE. 

The climate of Kola, charming in the cold weather, becomes sultry during the pre¬ 
valence ot the hot winds of summer : and towards the close of the rainy season it is decidedly 
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Unpleasant, unhealthy and relaxing. The mean temperature is said by old inhabitants to 
be 82°. The average annual rainfall of the State is 33*42 and 28*64 for Kota City. Ihe 
State shortly is characterized by good rainfall on fertile soil with extensive forest tracts 



for fodder and fuel. 


PEOPLE. 


The ruling race of Kota belongs to the Chohan clan of Rajputs. This elan previous 
to the acquisition of territory from Jhalawar formed 15 per 1,000 of the total population 
of the Sate. 

Out of the total population, via., 719,043, 374,996 are males and 344,047 females, 
inhabiting 4 towns and 2,674 villages (Census of 1891). 7*85% are urban and 92*15% rural. 


The density of the population is 125*9 per square mile and 247*79 per village. The 
population of the 4 towns aggregates 45,451. 

There are 59 Musalinans and 8 Jains per 1,000 of the population.

The corresponding figures in 1896 were 47,626 out-and 1,348 in-patients, total 48,974, 
of whom 34,613 were Hindus, 13,255 Muhammadans, and 1,106 of other classes. The 
daily average attendance was 436*15, viz.,

At the beginning of 1896, Kota stood among the Rajputana States fourth for number 
of dispensaries to population, fourth for dispensaries to area, ninth for percentage of population 
treated (9*38), and fifth for expenditure on medical aid to its subjects (Its. 19,057). 

The principal causes of illness in the 15 years ending with 1895 were Malarial fevers 
(16*59 per eeut.), diseases of skin and subcutaneous connective tissues (13*97), diseases ot the 
digestive system (11*67*), ulcers (8*98), diseases of the eye (7*28), diseases of the respiratory

system (6'03), vonereal diseases (4-06), dysentery (2-15), and cholera (0*62) were also 
noteworthy causes of illness.

In the attached diagrams these percentages have been graphically represented. 

In the 15 years 1881-1895, 759 major and 13,488 minor operations were performed in 

the various dispensaries of tho State: the former included 32 irridectoinies, 193 cataracts 
extracted or otherwise treated, 14 lithotomies and 1 litholopaxy. In 1896, 297 major and 
2,619 minor operations were performed : the former included 13 imdeotomies, 93 cataracts, 
2 lithotomies and 1 litholopaxy. 

EPIDEMICS. 

Cholera has frequently prevailed in epidemic form in this State. Tho outbreak 
in X87t> commenced in people who had come from Jhalawar. The first case occurred, 
on 6th Juno in the vicinity of Kota in the village of Kothri on the Jhalawar road, 
The next case was at Gumanpura, still nearer the city. Then, on 8th June, the disease broke 
out in the city in several localities, and continued more or less virulently till 28.th July 
reaching its height on 27th June and prevailing very severely till 9th July : on that date 
heavy ruin fell (6*6 inches), and the disease then began to decline. It was observed that at the 
commencement of the epidemic children chiefly suffered, later on females were attacked, 
and towards the close adult males ; 631 cases occurred within the city, 45-31 per cent, 
proving fatal ; 84 cases with 45 deaths occurred in the out districts of the State. In the 
jail, which at that time was situated in the city, only three cases occurred among the 259 pri¬ 
soners, but the virulence was great, two dying. In 1882 cholera appeared in the State on J8th 
July, and disappeared on 3rd September. Out of 70 cases 32 died. In the followiug year it 
commenced ou 19th July, and lasted till 14th September, 250 cases giving 114 deaths or 45-6 
per cent.. It could not bo traced to importation from without. 657 deaths from cholera were 
reported in the State in 1885, the epidemic lasting from 31st May till 11th July. The next 
mention ol the disease is in 1887, when sporadic cases beginning 29th July and lasting till 30th 
r ugust gave 11 deaths out of 18 attacked (65 percent.), in KS89 the rainfall being 
enormously above the average, cholera was unusually severe : beginning on 9tli May it 
continued to 30th August. The origin was attributed to the great crowds who assembled for 
t e tuneral ntes of the Maharao, the funeral feasts lasting 14 days. 3,669 cases occurred,- of 
w lie 1,955 died (53-3 per cent). In the jail (now outside the city), out of five cases three 
t ie . In 1892, which was noted as a very unhealthy year in Rajputana, cholera, famine, small¬ 
pox am levers being rife, Kota was again visited by epidemic cholera, which broke out earlier

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in the year than is nsuai in this State, vis., on 30th March, and lasted.until July- Out of 
1,515 cases reported 758 died (50 per cent) [This was in marked contrast to the preceding 
year, 1891, when although in Jhalawar the outbreak was one of the severest ever known, 
Kotah State escaped with 28 attacks and 12 deaths, all in the districts : time, 22nd August to 
23rd September.] In 1896 the disease broke out on 1th July in Kotah City, and prevailed 
also in the rural districts, the epidemic closing on 27th October. In all 252 cases were 
reported with 95 deaths or (37’7 per cent.) : 80 cases were in Kotah City with 26 deaths, 
60 at Diloda with 25 deaths, and 72 cases at Man'grol with 25 deaths. 


DISPENSARY TOWNS. 

Rotah .— The capital city of the State, Kotah, stands on the right bank of the Chambal, 
in 25°1G'N. latitude and 75°55'E. longitude, and is on an average about 850ft. above sea 
level, The Jarnma Masjid bench mark reads 875', and the fiducial point of the cistern of the 
observatory barometer is 818-'91 above sea level. Kotah is about 120 miles from Ajmore and 
53 from Jhalnapatan. The town (see plan) is surrounded by high fortified walk, except on 
the river face which is open, the ri\%r itself forming a permanent deep pool extending some 
miles above and below* the city. On the eastern side of the city there is an extensive 
artificial lake, the Kishor Sagar, part of which lies within the city walls. On tho other side 
of the bund of this lake are extensive gardens, excellently laid ont. Kotah was visited 
early in 1848 by the Austrian lady traveller Pfeiffer, from a translation of whose 
Travel Notes the following extract is interesting : —“ Kotah contains about 30,000* 
inhabitartts and lies on the river Chambal in a far-stretching and in some places 
very rocky plain, 1,300 feet above the level of tho sea. The town, which is con¬ 
spicuously situated, is surrounded by strong fortified works, upon which are placed 
50 pieces of cannon. The interior of the town is soparated into three parts by as many 
gates. * The first part is occupied by the poorer classes, and appears very wretched. In the 
other two parts the tradespeople and the gentry reside; they have an incomparably 
better aspect. The principal street, though uneven and stony, is sufficiently wide to allow 
carriages and ponderous beasts of burden to pass without hindrance. The architecture ot 
the houses is in the highest degree original. The windows are so narrow and low that it is 
hardly possible to put the head out ; they are for tho most part closed with finely worked 
stoue lattice instead of glass. Many of the houses have large alooves ; in others there are. 
spacious saloous on the first floor, which rest on pillars and occupy the whole front of tho 
house. Many of these halls are separated by partition walls into smaller open saloons. At 
both corners of the halls were decorated pavilions, and at tho further end doors leading into 
the interior of the^ house. These halls aro generally used as shops and places of business, 
also as the resort of idlers, who sit upon mats and ottomans smoking their hookahs. In other 
bouses again the front walls were painted in fresco with terrible looking dragons, tigers and 
lions, twice as large as life, stretching their tonguos out with hideous grimaces. The numer¬ 
ous handsome Hindu temples, all built upon lofty stone terraces, form an agreeable feature of 
the town. The temples stand in open halls, intersected by colonnades, ornamented with several

quadrangular towers, surmounted by a cupola 20 to 40 feet in height. The sanctuary is in 
tho middle ; it is a small carefully enclosed building with a door leading into it. This door, 
as well as the pillars and friezes, is covered with beautiful sculptures ; on the walls of the ter¬ 
races are arabesques, elephants, horses, Ac , carved in relief. The Royal Palace lies at the 
extremity of tho third part of the town, and forms a town within a town, or rather a fortress 
in a fortress, as it is surrounded by immense fortified walls which command the town as well 
as the country round about it.” 

The town of Kotah drains itself partly into the lake or tank already noted as on the 
eastern side, but most chiefly into the Chambal. There is a good fall to the river, and heavy 
rain is speedily carried away by the drains which are chiefly open surface drains at the sides 
of the streets. The water-supply is derived partly from wells and baories, partly from the 
tank abovementioned, and partly from the river Chambal. The water of the tank and of 
almost all the wells is not good. The river water is very good, although from its sluggish flow 
during two-thirds of the year it is apt to be defiled. It is proposed to lead water into the city 
from the river from a point several miles above.the city. This plan, if carried out, will 
give an abundant supply of excellent water, and she old tend to the improvement of 
the health of the inhabitants. The results of a series of toalyses. of samples of 
water, taken from various sources of public supply, made by the Government Analyst 
at Agra in July 1895, are shown in tables annexed to this report. The Analyst only 
passed 4 out of 22 samples as fit for potable purposes ; be declared 3 to be “ suspicious,” 
and condemned all the rest as unfit for potable purposes. 

SANITATION. 

The sanitary condition of Kotah is described as follows in the Rajputana Dispensary 
report for 1870 s “ A considerable part of the City of Kotah is situated between the 
river Chambal on the one side and the Kishnesagar Lake on the other, the water *f both 
actually washing the buildings or walls of the city. But as the level of the water of the 
Chambal is considerably lower, some 60 feet, than the level of the city and of the lake, it 
follows that tho water of the latter must percolate towards the river through the soil under¬ 
neath the town. And that this does take place is abundantly manifest from the very damp 
appearanco of the soil in the northern part of the town, or in that portion lying exactlv 
between the two waters, while the level of the wells is almost that of the surrounding 
ground. The principal street of Kotah runs from the north to the south gale, parallel with 
the river, being only broken near its southern extremity by a ravine from the river, on the 
side of which, faoing tho Chambal, is situated the Maharao Raja’s palace. Running also 
parallel with the centre street, but between it and the river, is another deep narrow ravine 
which, from the peculiarity of its direction and situation, demands particular notice. Instead 
of passing at right-angles or at a slightly acuto-anglo from tho river, this nullah, joining the 
river at the south, passes almost parallel with the stream inside, and nearly the whole length 
of the town. Therefore those passing from the central street to the Chambal can only do so 
by passing this ravine, for which purpose several masonry bridges are provided. On the 
Chambal side of the ravine there are few buildings. On tho city side houses extend to its 
banks. On the Chambal side 50 yards of rising ground bring the observer to the precipitous 
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decent to the water, And this ravine, so conveniently situated near a densely populated quarter, 
is tho “ cloaoa ” of a large proportion of the inhabitants, the hazily burdened atmosphere 
testifying that its depths, inaccessible to such visitors, do not enjoy even the relief 
afforded by the scavengering habits of Indian cattle and sheep—animals which, 
however disagreeable to recollect, do in most localities, on their daily passage to and 
from the grazing ground, effect much towards neutralizing the dirty habits ot their 
owners. A marked characteristic of Kotah is also the large number of pyekhanas or 
latrines openly facing the streets, all the more pretentious buildings being thus provided 
with recesses in the walls receiving the droppings from above, the original intention 
doubtless being that dirt so accumulating should be taken away. But this is seldom 
or ever effected by human agenoy, although a bullock with head inserted in the small 
opening consuming the contents is no uncommon sight. If, however, the opening is too 
small or too low, the festering mass remains until probably the shaft is choked and interfer¬ 
ence compelled. There is an entire absence of any kind of drainage. The central street 
itself is slightly lower than the surface on either side, and must servo to some extent as a 
waterway. There are then in Kotah the following causes contributing to render the locality 
unhealthy : It is lowly situated on the banks of a river to which the country naturally 
desoends, with an artiGeial lake and a totally neglected forest on the opposite side. The 
drainage from some part of the city and the outskirts passes into this lake, from which many 
people take drinking water. A deep nullah runs through the town and is used as a ‘ cloaca ’ 
by the surrounding inhabitants. Lastly, there is a total neglect of conservancy and largo 
masses of ruined buildings. Such was the state of matters in 1870. By next year steps 
had not a day too soon been taken to rectify the state of matters described above. Through 
the influence of the Political Agent a good road had been commenced through the town, some 
drainage had been attempted, and a road constructed down to the Chambal. In 1874 a 
Municipal Committee had been appointed to remedy the pernicious state ol matters and to 
take up ftie sanitation as far as the finances of the State would permit. And it is noted that 
by the end of this year a good road had been constructed from the Kesidency to the city 
gates, the principal roads in the city had been macadamized and were kept fairly clean, and 
some attention was paid to drainage and conservancy. The condition of the Jail was much 
altered for the better ; and in short the whole. place presented a more cleanly and less 
neglected appearance than in former days. In 1875 several public latrines were instituted, 
tho staff of sweepers was increased, and the main streets of the city were kept very clean. 
This improvement in conservancy continued to he maintained. In 1882 tho city is described 
as being kept fairly clean. In 1885 there wa 3 remarked a marked improvement in the 
sanitary state of Kotah; 14 new latrines had been erected, and 16 conservancy carts pro¬ 
vided, and the main street of the city was lighted. In 18c6 the Municipal Committee 
worked steadily to remedy the sanitary defects of the capital. By 1887 the latrines could 
accommodate 840 males and 1,350 females ; and the trench system of disposing of the 
night-soil was now in vogue. In 1889 it is noted that a sufficient supply of latrines and 
urinals had been provided, and that the refuse was daily removed to a sewage farm and 
entrenched. A project for taking drinking water from the Chambal was broaohad. In 
1891 it was possible to report that “ the capital is well supplied with latrines and urinals, 
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and efficient efforts are made to keep the streets and lanes clean.” In 1894 it is described 
as clean and well cared for. The Conservancy Establishment now (1896) kept up is as 
follows :—

The existing buildings date from May 1892 ; they wore erected at afcost of Rs. 31,797, 
and consist of a centre blook containing Disponsary, Consulting Room, Operation Room, and 
Dark Room, two Ward Blocks, which can accommodate 24 patients,'including 8 in tho two 
eye-wards, and the usual accommodation* for the Dispensary establishment. The buildings 
stand on an open site on the bank of tho nullah referred to which runs parallel to the Chambal. 
In the 15 years 1881-1895, there were treated at this Hospital 3,180 in-patients and 99,800 
out-patients ; and the daily average attendance rose from 72-59 in the first mentioned year to 
86-26 in 1895. In the same time 5,187 minor and 269 major operations were performed ; the 
latter include 20 iridectomies, 73 removals of cataract, and 14 lithotomies. The Medical 
Store is attached to the Main Dispensary, and the whole is in charge of a Hospital Assistant 
of the higher grade. 


The Victoria Hospital for Women and Children was instituted by the Durbar in honour 
of tho Jubilee of the Queen-Empress Victoria, and was opened for work on 24th June T890. 
It consists of an Office, Dispensing and Operation block, two large and two smaller wards, 
and quartersJfor a Hospital Assistant (see plan attached to this report). There were treated

In the 15 years 1881-1895, there were treated at this Hospital 3,130 in-patients and 99,800 
out-patients ; and the daily average attendance rose from 72‘59 in the first mentioned year to 
86-26 in 1895. In the same time 5,187 minor and 269 major operations were performed; the 
latter include 20 iridectomies, 73 removals of cataract, and 14 lithotomies. The Medical 
Store is attached to the Main Dispensary, and the whole is in charge of a Hospital Assistant 
of the higher grade. 

The Victoria Hospital for Women and Children was instituted by the Durbar in honour 
of the Jubilee of the Queen-Empress Victoria, and was opened for work on 24th June-1890, 
It consists of an Office, Dispensing and Operation block, two large and two smaller wards, 
and quarters-for a Hospital Assistant (see plan attached to this report). There were treated 
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this Hospital from its opening up to the end of 1895, 22,325 out-patients and 1,402 
in-patients ; the daily average attendance ranging from 25'57 out-door and 4’99 in-door in 
1892 to 38-99 out duor and 12'38 in-door in J895. During the same period 141 major and 
1,563 minor operations were performed. The Hospital, was for short periods held charge of 
by Mrs. Bonnai and Miss Hannan, both qualified Europeans—the former died of smallpox, 
and the latter resigned : and for the greater part of its existence the institution has been 
under the charge of Hospital Assistant Bessie Karimollab, a diplomats of Agra Medical 
School, whose work has been eminently successful.

The next senior of the dispensaries in the State is that at Biiran, which dates from 1878. 
Baran is a town of 7,067 inhabitants (according to the Census of 1891), lying at a distance 
by road of 45 miles, and almost due east from the capital city. The work done at this 
Dispensary rose from 1,199 out-patients and a daily average attendance of 18T9, with 19 
minor operations in 18-81, to 5,436 out and 114 in-patients in 1895, with 37-31 daily . 
average out and 4-71 in-attendance and 24 major and 93 minor operations. In-patient work 
was begun here after 1885. 

A Dispensary was started at Khanpur in 1881, and returns are available from 1882, 
from which dafco out-and in-pationts rose from 1,061 and nil to 4,148 and 72 respective¬ 
ly in 1895 ; the daily average attendance rising from 27-66 ana nil to 36*13 and 5-65 • and 
operations from 4 major and 47 minor to 10 major and 156 minor. From its propinquity 
(20 miles) to Jhalrapatan Chaoni, this Dispensary has probably been well worked up. 

From 1886 a Dispensary was established at Etao (Etawah), a village on the right bank 
ot the Chambal, between 40 and 45 miles in a north-easterly direotion from the capital, and 
lying in the neighbourhood of the Kotris, which are large fiefs situate in the north of the 
State. Beginning with 1,101 out-patients and 3 in-patients for 1887, the figures had risen by 
1895 to 2,400 and 70 respectively ; attendance daily steady at 17 93 and 2-89 in the former 
year and 17 89 and 3‘04 in the latter year. Operations rose from 2 major and 32 minor 
to 12 major and 75 minor:. 

In 1891 a great advance was made in the supply of medical aid to the inhabitants of 
the State, dispensaries being founded at Sangode, Indargarh, Atroo and Mandana. The town 
of Sangode lying to the south-west of Baran, from which it is distant, some 18 miles, 
contained 5,046 inhabitants according to the Census of 1891. The dispensary opened there 
in that year had up to end of 1895 afforded medical relief to 91 in-patients and 10,001 
out-patients, and 21 major aud 248 minor operations were performed in the same time. The 
daily average attendance in 1895 was 27’25 out-patients and 1-02 in-patients. 

At Indargarh, the capital .of the Kotri -of the same name, which lios 6 miles on the 
left of the Chambal and about 42 miles north-east of Kotah City, Hospital treatment was 
revived, and in a systematic manner in 1891 ; and from that date up to end of 1895, 404 
in-patients and 11,982 out-patients were treated, and 21 major and 629 minor operations were 
performed. The daily attendance in 1895 averaged 7‘04 in-patients aud 55-90 out-door. 
The cost of the institution is defrayed by the Chief of Indargarh. 


D 
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Atroo lies some 18 miles south of Baran on the left of the Pavbati river. The 
Dispensary now maintained there was for a very short time on the other side of the river at 
Jahvara. The work done in both places up to the end of 1895 aggregated 414 in-patients 
and 13,699 out-patients treated, and 24 major and 335 miuor operations performed, the daily 
average attendance in 1895 being 36'42 out and 6’27 in-patients. 

At Mandana, up to the end of 1895, there were treated 13,310 out-patients and 227 
in-patients, while 8 major and 431 minor operations had been performed. The daily average 
attendance in 1895 was 24'07 out and 2 83 in-patients. Mandana lies quite near the 
road from Kotah to Jhalrapatan, being 18 miles south of Kotah, and some 8 miles away 
from the Mokandara range of hills. 

The most recently instituted dispensaries in Kotah date from 1891, from which year 
work was begun at Sultanpur and at Mangroal. 


At Sultanpur, which lies 27 miles north-easterly from Kotab, 187 in and 11,191 
out-patients had received relief up to the end of 1895, and 31 major and 476 minor operations 
had been performed: the daily attendance in 1895 averaging 5-46 in and 26T9 out¬ 
patients. 

Mangraol lies some 16 miles north of Baran and has the distinction which it shares 
with Kotah, Baran, Sangode of having at the census of 1891 had a population exceeding 
5,000, actually 5,714. The work done here up to the end of 1895 was that 138 in and 
7,943 out-patients were treated, and 25 major and 400 minor operations were performed :

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INSANES, 

The Census Report of 1891 shews the number of insane3 in Kotah State as 227, vit., 
133 males and 91 females. The varieties of insanity prevalent aro not given in the Census 
Report, It is not improbable that imbeciles and melancholics are the most numerous, dements 
following and acutely maniacal cases being the rarest. Judging from the small number 
known to be under restraint, the lunatics are, as a rule, harmless to the public. There is an 
insane asylum of small size at Kotah close to the jail, in connection with which it is managed. 
There are four-rooms opening on to a common courtyard. The asylum is generally full. 
Gujars and Minas give the greatest number of insanes. 

LEPERS. 

There is no leper asylum in Kotah, and lepers are not numerous in the State, the 
number in 1891 having been 63—40 males and 23 females.

VACCINATION. 

In Kotah State is traceable back to 1873 ; probably it was begun earlier, but there was no 
European supervision, and statistics are not available locally. In 1873 a staff of two vaccinator# 
vaccinated 1,240 cases. In 1874 the same staff vaccinated 1,434 cases primarily (7T34 being 
successful) and did 221 re-vaccinations at a cost of Rs. 240 or 3a. 9p. per successful primary 
vaccination. This is said to have been a smaller percentage of suoeess as compared with the 
previous year, although the actual work done was more. Vaccination was said in 1874 not to 
succeed so well as in other districts. Such cases as were inspected were good in quality. 
By 1875 the number of primary vaccinations had risen to 1,920 : the percentage of success 
was 66'66. The total expenditure was the same as in 1875, but the average cost was lower. 
In 1876 native supervision was replaced by European; and although at first the work done 
was little changed, the percentage of success was increased, and the cost of each successful case 
correspondingly fell. By 1881, 1,896 primary vaccinations by a staff of three vaccinators gave 
a percentage of success amounting to 86 - 67, the cost per successful case being 25 pies (2a Ip). 
.Next year the number of successful cases had nearly trebled, being 7,91.0, costing 24 pies each. 
The percentage of success steadily rose ; and in 1891 with four vac.cinators 8,834 primary vacci- 
tions were carried out (there being no revaccinations) 98'00 being returned as successful at a 
cost of 8 pies per case that succeeded. In 1895, of 12,749 primary cases, 97'74 por cent, 
succeeded, costing 6 pies each, five men being employed. In 1896, still with five vaccinators, 
10,297 primary vaccinations were carried out, 86 - 37 per cent, being successful, average 
cost 9 pies. Assuming the reliability of the statistics, it must be conceded that the 
inhabitants of Kotah State are very fairly well protected from epidemic small-pox. 


JAILS. 

There is one Jail in Kotah State at the capital city. The present jail dates from 
1881, in June of which year it was taken into use. Until shortly before 1874 the place 
called a jail at Kotah was in a most unsatisfactory state, “ in almost as unsatisfactory con¬ 
dition as that of Jodhpore.” When Nawab Faiz Ali Khan came to Kotah, among other 
institutions he reorganized was the Jail Department; and the prison, formerly a most 


disgusting locality, was rendered sufficiently commodious for the requirements of the State, 
and was kept cleanly and its inmates well-fed and cared for, instead of being takeu into the 
streets to beg as was formerly the practice. From 1874 monthly and other reports began 
to be submitted in the Medical Department, medicines and medical aid being supplied from 
the City Dispensary. In 1875 a compounder was added to the Jail Establishment, and a 
verandah and a cooking shed were provided, and the sanitary condition was so much 
improved, that although cholera prevailed severely iu Kot&h City, it did not spread in the 
jail. There was, however, no separate water-supply for the jail, the prisoners having to 
procure their supply from tho Ohambah 


». The average number of prisoners in jail was 221-69 (admissions to hospital 5-88, daily 
average sick 14-29, deaths per cent of treated 8'23), 


It was found necessary to build a jail more suited to modern requirements ; and in June 
of 1881 a new jail on tho south side of the Baran Road and about £ mile south-east of tho 
Residency was opened and occupied by the prisoners, the old jail being given up. The effect 
on the health of the prisoners was at once felt; and the mortality which in 1880 had been 
“ excossive ” fell iu 1881 to more normal proportions. In 1880, with a daily average 
strength of 296, there were 694 admissions into hospital, and the percentage of deaths pel- 
1,000 of daily average strength was about 98. Iu 1881 the daily average strength being- 
286-05 (the jail being able to accommodate 835), there were 461 admissions, and 17-88 were 
constantly sick : 10 deaths occurred or 35 per millo of daily average strength. The causes 
of death were : malarial fever 1, respiratory diseases 5, dysentery 2, other causes 2 ; no death 
occurred from c-liolora. In 3883 the new jail is described as being remarkably healthy on 
account of the abundance of good water, good sanitation, sufficient wholesome food, and 
proper clothing. There was one case of cholera in tho Jail in 1883 ; it was not fatal. 


The year 1889 was remarkable for the severity of the outbreak of cholera in Kotah, 
which was attributed in part to the great crowds who assembled for the 14 days feast on the 
occasion of the funeral of the Maharao. The jail did not escape; five cases were treated, of 
which 3 or 60 per cent died. But this small share of the epidemic was due to the excellent 
order in which the jail was maintained, the sanitation being very good, the accommodation 
more than sufficient, and the food and water-supply satisfactory. 


Of 1891, it is noted that the Kotah Jail was in excellent sanitary condition ; over¬ 
crowding unknown ; health as compared with other jails in Rajputana good. With an 
average daily strength ot 233-37 (the maximum on any day being 297), there were 469 
admissions (1851-05 per thousand), the daily average sick being 11-10 (43-81 per thousand 
and the deaths 4 (15*79 per thousand) 1 from fever, and 1 from dysentery, none from cholera. 

Of 1894, it is rocorded that the jail continued to be in excellent sanitarv condition, 
although the deaths rose from 14-71 to 35-72 per thousand. The daily average*strength in 
1894 was 251-94 (maximum 265), admission to hospital were 253 (1004-21 per thousand), the 
daily average number sick being 5'36 (23 26 per thousand), and the doaths 9 (35-72 per 
thousand), of which cholera caused none, and fever and dysentery 1 each. 





In 1895 the daily average strength being 224-69 (maximum 269), the admissions to 
hospital were 344 (1-631-09 per thousand), daily average sick being6’91 (30 - 75 per thousand), 
deaths falling to 7 (31-15 per thousand). No cholera. 

The principal causes of sickness since the new jail was taken into use have been 
malarial fevers, rheumatism, dysentery, disgestive system trouble, and affections of skin 
and subcutaneous tissues and ulcers. « 

The existing jail accommodates 244 male and 55 female convicts and 36 civil prisoners. 
Its plan is a square with admission at one angle, and exits to latrines at the other three 
angles: and it is dominated by central watch toiler from which radiates a symmetrical wall, 
dividing it into five compartments or yards, three for males, one for females and one for 
cooking purposes. The prisoners are partly employed extramurally in gardening aud .partly 
intramurally in carpet and durrie weaving, cloth weaving, spinning, carpentry, blacksmithy, 
chair making and shoemaking. 

The diet scale is good and abundant : the food is always wholesome and well cooked. 
An abundant supply of excellent water is derived from a well within the jail.

fTIHE State of Jhalawar was founded in 1837 (largely at the expense of the neighbouring 
-*• State of Kota), in which year Maharaj Rana Madan Singh ascended the gadi. He was 
a grandson of the famous Jhala Rajput Prime Minister of Kotah, Zalirn Singh, as a recogni¬ 
tion of whose services to Government the new State was founded for the benefit of his heirs. 
It consisted of three portions, namely. Central Jhalawar in which is situated Jhalrapatan the 
capital city, Shahabad and the Chaumahla, in addition to those there was a small detached 
area known as Kirpapur lying to the north-west of Central Jhalawar. It had an area of 

UK 

2,722 square miles and a population of 343,601 (Census of 1891). 

On the 1st January 1899 the greater part of Central Jhalawar, and the whole of Shaha¬ 
bad district were transferred to the Kota State. 

THE STATE. 

Consists of a main portion comprising the Patun and Chaumahla Parganahs, and a small 
detached portion Kirpapur.

PHYSICAL ASPECTS. 

The main portion of the state lies on a raised plateau rising gradually from 1,000 feet 

above sea level in the north to 1,500 feet in the south. The north portion lies in a water 
shed between two large rivers, the Kali Sind and An. The south portion is hilly and is inter¬ 
sected by one large and many small streams. The hills are mainly covered with scrub jungle 
and grass. In and around Jhalrapatan there are several artificial tanks. The characteris¬ 
tics of the country resemble those of Central India, more than of Rajputana. The State 
possesses famous quarries of red and white sandstone whioh is largely used by neighbouring 





states for high class building operations. The soil is rich of dark clayet mould, the soils 
beincr classified into kali (black) loam, mal (lighter coloured), but almost equally fertile, and 
baoli, shaly and poor. Rock and kunknr here and there approach the surface and interfere 
with the production of even the kali and mal. The chief of the many streams in Jhalawar are 
the Kali Sind, Chhoti Kali Sind and An. Geologically one of the main rock senes of India is 
well exposed. Jhalrapatan the capital stands on Vindkyan strata, at the northern edge ot 
the <*reat spread of basaltic rocks known as the Deccan trap formation or Malwa trap. 1 lie 
Vindhyans belonging to the upper division in the Indian rock system, the beds about 
Jhalrapatan belong to the Rewa or middle group, and consist of sandstones and s -a es 
with a band of limestone. The strata having been undisturbed, have weathered into 
plateaux or ridges, with one face steep and the other sloping. These are capped by the 
sandstone, the low ground being eroded out of the shales. 

agriculture. 

All the principal grain are cultivated, and in the southern district opium is extensively 
grown. Jowar, wheat and opium are the chief crop 3 . Irrigation is entirely by wells, except 
^in the neighbourhood of Jhalrapatan where there are several tanks. 

CLIMATE. 

The climate of Jhalawar is that of Central India and is generally healthy, the hot 
weather being less severe than in northern Rajputana, shade temperature ranging from 8 .o to 
89° Fahr. (mean). In the rains the temperature is cool and pleasant, and in t to co i season 
frosts occasionally occur. The annual rainfall is about 40 inches. 


THE PEOPLE. 

The ruling caste in Jhalawar is the Jbalabhati Rajput clan, who, previous to the restora¬ 
tion of territory to Kota, formed, according to the census of 1891, only 4 per 1,000 of the 
total population of the State. 

Out of the total population of tlie state, viz., 150,825, 80,603 are males and 70,22z, 
females, inhabiting two towns and 407 villages (census of 1891) 22*05 % are urban and 
77.5 % rural; the density of the population is 189'7 per square mile and 286*68 per village. 
The population of tlie two towns aggregates 34,146. 

There are 88 Musalmans and 22 Jains per thousand of the population. The following 
table shows the ratios per thousand prior to the restoration of territory to Kota, (1) 
classifying by caste, (2) by nationality or traditional occupation, (3) by occupation actually

The work done in these, as ascertained from the annual reports, was, for the 15 years 
1881-1895, as follows : 382,681 out-and 4,856 in-patients were treated, or a total of 387,587 
souls, comprising 228,978 Hindus, 148,853 Musalmans, and 9,706 of “ other classes.” The 
daily average attendance at the State’s dispensaries rose from

At the beginning of this year (1896) Jhalawar stood second in order of merit among the 
Rajputana States for the number of dispensaries to population, third in dispensaries to area, 
fourth in peroentage of population treated (15'21), and seventh as to expenditure on medical 
aid to its subjects (Rs. 13,048). 

The principal causes of illness in the 15 years 1881-95 were malarial fevers (17-95 per 
cent.), affections of skin and subcutaneous tissues (17-36 per cent.),affections of digestive system* 

* Figures for six years 1890-95. 
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712-40 per cent.), eye affections (9’09 per cent.), affections of the respiratory system (7 91 
per cent.; and ulcers (6-03). Venereal disease, dysentery and cholera accounted for 3-46, 
2-87, and 0 24 per cent., respectively, of the cases treated. These percentages are shown gra¬ 
phically in the subjoined diagram. In 1896 the corresponding figures were : Malarial fevers 
14-28 per cent., skin and connective tissue affections 20-66 per cent., digestive system 12-84 
per cent., eye complaints 12-19.per cent., affections of the respiratory system 6-36 per cent., 
ulcers 7-13 per cent., venereal diseases 2'02 per cent., dysentery 3-02 per cent., cholera 0-76 
per cent. A considerable number of operations are performed at the different dispensaries. 
In the fifteen years ending 1895 there were performed 1,015 “major” aud 21,450 “minor” 
operations : among the former were 115 iridectomies, 226 extractions of cataractous lens and 
10 lithotomies. In 1896 the corresponding figures were 6 iridectomies, 21 cataractous lens 
removed and lithotomy. 


EPIDEMICS. 

Jhalawar has not unfrequently suffered severely from outbreaks of cholera, which 
occur as a rule in the months of June, July, August aud September, or in the “ rainy season.” 
In 1869 and 1872, and notably in 1875 when it began on 21st May, having been imported 
from infected districts in Holkar’s territories, the disease prevailed. Again in 1882, 1885 
and 1889, of which year it is recorded that cholera was more severe than has been known 
for some years, imported from Kotak, it prevailed from the beginning of July till near the 
middle of September, and out of 1,094 cases 661 (or 60-42 per cent.) proved fatal. 

The epidemic of 1891 was one of the severest ever known in this State ; it lasted from 9th 
June till 13th October, caused 1,638 cases and 1,003 deaths (61-23 per cent.}, and visited 6S vil¬ 
lages and 16 towns. The first case occurred on 9th June at Surrah in Ghatoli Tahsil. Cholera 
had been prevalent in the preceding month in some of the adjacent Indore villages. The disease, 
after appearing in two other tahsils to the east, declared itself few days later in the south-west 
portion of the State, being especially severe in the towns of Dag and Gangdkar Districts, 
which had suffered severely in 1889, escaped this year, and vice versa. The epidemic reached its 
height in July, continued severely through August and September, and ceased rather abruptly 
in October. Cholera prevailed again in 1892 from May till July ; out of 1,471 attacked 808 
died (54-93 per cent.) A new Hospital building for infectious diseases with 12 beds was 
opened this year. 

In 1896 there was a fairly sharp outbreak of cholera in the State : it began at Chipa 
Barode on 17th June, and prevailed in most of the tahsils. In all 743 cases were reported 
with 405 deaths, or 54-50 per cent. In the Chaoni there were 214 cases in July and August 
with 104 deaths, and in Patan City 169 cases gave 107 deaths (63'31 per cent.). 79 cases 
in Gangdhar resulted in 29 deaths, and Dag had 99 cases with 52 deaths. The epidemic 
closed on 31st August. 

DISPENSARY TOWNS AND VILLAGES. 

The oldest dispensary in Jhalawar is in Jbalrapatan City. Patan city together with the 
Chaoni, 4 miles away to the north, forms the head-quarters or capital of the State, The

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ty is situated in latitude 24°32' north and longitude 76°14' east, about quarter mile from 
a tributary of the Kalisind, by name Ohandrabaka. It is 1,060 feet above sea-level. The 
existing city was built (partly on the site of an older city which, however, lay closer to the 
Ohandrabaka) in 1796 by Zalim Sing, the Prime Minister of Kotah State, and lies at the foot 
ot mange oi low hills, the drainage of which is collected into a large artificial lake close to 
the town on its north-west side. The town is open on the lake side. On all other sides it 
is walled in by strong fortified walls. The population at the Census of 1891 was 10,783 
* (malesJqfi&O, females 5,103) living in 2,198 houses. The town is maintained in a fairly good 
sanitary state by an establishment consisting, besides staff, of 33 sweepers and 3 drivers, with 
1 cart for night-soil and 2 urine carts and 2p buffaloes for night-soil and sweepings, 30 urinals 
and 10 latrines are kept up. The night-soil and sweepings are disposed of on the further bank 
ol the Ohandrabaka. The drainage of the city is by open drains leading towards the 
Ohandrabaka, and is fairly efficient. The dispensary dates from 1849 ; and some good work 
has been done at it. Up to the close of 1891 both in and out-patieut 3 were treated at this 
dispensary, of which a Hospital Assistant holds charge ; but from 1892 onwards the in¬ 


patient work has been transferred to the newer and more suitable buildings at tlie Chaoni. 
From 1881 till 1895 inclusive there were treated at this city dispensary 1,620 in-patients 
and 101,578 out-patients ; and 445 major and 6,669 minor operations were performed, 
among the former being 59 iridectomies, 64 cataracts, and 9 lithoto mies. 


The next oldest dispensary in the State is that in the Chaoni. The Chaoni was founded 
in 1796 by Zalim Sing, its site being apparently selected on account of its strategical 
'position opposite to the Fort of Gograon in Kotah territory, from which it is distant 
a little over 2£ milos. There is a small artificial lake about 1 mile south-west 
of the Chaoni; and several tanks lie quite close to it, and the Kalisind is about 
a mile away to the east. The palace, law courts and chief public offices are at the 
Chaoni ; but the most important business houses—bankers and merchants—are in the Patan 
city. The Chaoni is in latitude 24°36' north and longitude 76°13' east, stands 1,050 feet above 
sea-level, and had at the census of 1891 a population of 23,363 (males 12,126, females 11,287) 
inhabiting 3,746 bouses. The surface drainage is very fair eastwards towards the Kalisind : 
but the soil of the town, particularly in its lower eastern portion, is much waterlogged, with a 
consequent ill-effect on the health of the inhabitants of that portion and especially of the jail. 
The conservancy arrangements are fairly efficient, and the town is kept clean by a staff of 82 
men (including 13 sanitary police) with 2 carts for night-soil, 2 for sweepings, 3 for urine, and 
16 buffaloes for cleansing work. There are. 36 urinals and 10 male and 9 female latrines. 
The night-soil and sweepings are disposed of at a distance from the Chaoni. The Hospital at 
Chaoni was established in 1876. It was at first in the bazar : but in 1891 new buildings, cqn- 
sisting of a centre block, for dispensary, office, operation-room and medical store, and two 
separate ward blocks, were erected on open ground to the south of the Chaoni and east of the 
public gardens at a cost of Rs. 20,891 (opened on 12th December). The work done at this 
Hospital in the 15 years, 1881—1895, has been as follows: 105,010 out-patients have been seen 
and 654 in-patieuts have been treated (this department being in operation only sinoe 1892) ;

; , Next in seniority comes the Dispensary at Shahabad, the head-quarters town of the 

* large territory of the same name, wliioh forms the eastern portion of the State. The Shahabad 
Niuamut comprises 564 square milos with a population (1891) of 26,912. It is thus much 
more sparsely populated than the rest of Jhalawar. A dispensary was opened in the town of 
Shahabad in 1881; and in tho 15 years ending 1895, 42,721 out-patients and 904 in-patients 
..were treated, and 39 major and 1,625 minor operations were performed. Tho dispensary is 
in charge of a Hospital Assistant. 

A dispensary was opened at Aklera in the end of 1882. Aklera is 27 miles as tho 
crow flies east-south-east of Patan City, and the dispensary there has liithorto had to 
ineet the medical wants of practically tho whole of tho southern portion of tho main 
division of tho Stato. Up to the end of 1895, 55,387 out and 870 in-patients had been 
treated, ana 63 major and 1,523 minor operations had been performed. Tho Bakani, Aklera, 
Glhatoli and Manohar Parganas comprise altogether 721 square miles, of rather hilly 
country in parts, with an aggregate population of nearly 90,00ft : and additional medical 
conveniences are called for. 

A dispensary was started in 1883 at Pachpahar —(Batschbnchar, a miserable little 
town) Pfeiffer, 1848, in the Chan Mahal, 29 milos from the Chaoni. Up to 1895 tho work 
lone—-if the returns are accurate, which is, howevor, open to question—was 44,249 out and 
• 582 in-patients treated ; 34 major and 2,772 minor operations performed. The pargana is 
131 square miles in extent, with a population of 18,173 : and it has been rather notorious 
f ' jor the frequency with which it has suffered from cholera outbreaks—possibly on account 
of its propinquity to Malwa. 


la 1892 dispensaries wero opened at A war and Gangdhar in the Chan mahal, and at 
Ihipa Barode to the north-east of Aklera. Aioar is a small pargana of only 80 square 
piles area, and with 15,755 inhabitants. The work at tho dispensary is almost entirely 
ionfined to out-patients, of whom 4,541 had been treated up to the end of 1895, 15 in-patients 
caving received treatment ; 13 major and 176 minor operations wore performed in the same 
' ime. Gangdhar is a much larger pargana, measuring 187 square miles, with 30,821 
ahabitants : and tho dispensary at its head-quarters also affords medical aid to a large 
•ortion of the neighbouring pargana of Dag (168 square miles, 26,206 population): and the 
vork done at the dispensary up to the end of 1895 has been correspondingly large, viz., in¬ 
patients 158, out-patients 13,999, major operations 27, and minor 429. Tho dispensary 
' at Chipa, Barode, besides serving its own pargana, assists numbers of patients from the neigh¬ 
bouring Chapra district of Tonk State. At the dispensary, up to and including 1895, there 
bad been treated 15,196 out and 253 in-patients, and 39 major and 974 minor operations 
had been performed.

1NSANES. 

According to the Census of 1891, there were in Jhalawar Stale 62 persons of unsound 
mind viz., 41 males and 21 females. The form of insanity is not stated : but observations 
seem ’to show that imbecility and melancholia are the forms most frequently seen, and that 
cases of mania are less common. The insanes are for the most part harmless and mo ' 
taken care of by their friends, or, if friendless, they subsist by wandering around begging. 
There is a 3-roomed lunatic ward attached to the Chaoni Jail : it is generally untenanted. 

LEPERS. 

Ninety-two lepers, viz., 71 men and 21 women, were enumerated in the State in 1891, 
There is no separate provision of accommodation for such unfortuuates. 

VACCINATION. 

The work of vaccination has been vigorously prosecuted in the State lor many years. 
The staff of vaccinators rose from a strength of 1 in 1875, who performed 887 vaccinations 
with a percentage of success of 81*09, at a cost of 3# annas per successful case, to 4 in 
1895, by whom 9,717 vaccinations were performed, out of which 92'55 per cent were 
returned as successful, at a cost of T | anna per case successful. The population of tins State 
is fairly well protected from the risk of epidemic smallpox. 

jails. 

There is only one jail in J halawar, that at the Chaoni, which came into existence 
subsequent to 1875. It is situated on the eastern side of the Chaoni; but unfortunately its 
site is very low, and in consequence, during a considerable portion of the year, the subsoil is 
waterlogged, which state of matters is far from beiug conducive to good health, ’and, as a 
fact, this jail has long been notorious for its uuhealthiness, due to the cause abovementionod, 
but largely also due to overcrowding. The jail can adequately accommodate 164 persons, 
but it has frequently had to put up much larger numbers: e.o., in 1894 average daily 
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strength was 192-38, maximum on one day 208, and in 1895 average 217-83, maximum 232. 
The majority of the prisoners are employed in extramural labour : but Uthogrdphic printiug, 
book-binding, and weaving are carried on inside the jail# Ihe prisoners food is prepared 
for them in the jail cookhouse, and it. is noticeable that the greater the oare exercised over 
the quality of the food-stuffs the less is the tendency to diseases of the digestion. The 
diseases that have caused most of the sickness in this jail, besides cholera, are malarial 
fevers, dysentery, affections of the respiratory system, rheumatic affections, digestive 
system, troubles and affections of skin and subcutaneous tissues and ulcers. The principal 
causes of death in non-cholera years are dysentery and diseases of the respiratory and 
digestive systems. The sickness and mortality percentages in a few selected years are given 
below :—
